The deadline to file for the August primary 
election was Tuesday at 4 p.m. and the 
incumbent supervisors in both Sumpter and 
Van Buren townships are facing opposition 
in the primary. 

In Van Buren Township, 22 candidates (21 
Democrats and 1 Republican) filed for seven 
board positions. In Sumpter, 12 candidates 
(all Democrats) filed for seven positions.

Splits denied, water pipes arrive, drama grows in VBT

On May 9, Lou Kovach received official 
word that his request for splits of the former 
Coy Kendall greenhouse property had been 
denied by the Van Buren Township Parcel 
Board. 

He had been told ahead of time that the 
parcel board members would deny his 
request. 

He said he now must prepare a case for 
the township Zoning Board of Appeals, but 
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he is going to take special care in preparing 
that case, because if it is denied and he has 
to go on to Circuit Court, the only evidence 
he can use at court is what was presented 
to the ZBA. 

Kovach and two of his neighbors on 
Bemis Road have refused to give the 
township easements for the 1,400-foot 
water line planned to remove dead-end 
lines in that area and create a loop for water 
circulation. 

Kovach, Steve Memering, and Eric and 
Kellie Long, neighbors whose properties 
are in a line along Bemis, all have refused 
to give the water line easement needed in 
support of Kovach’s project. 

The properties currently have water 
service from Sumpter Township, across 
the street. 


Kovach said he had hoped to use the 
easement request from the township as a 
negotiating tool for his parcel splits. But 
the township doesn’t want to negotiate. 

Kovach said the splits had been drawn 
out by former VBT Planning and Economic 


Development Director Bryce Kelley, 
but now the township won’t approve the 
splits. 


Kelley left VBT in 2008 after a new 
administration was elected. Now Kelley 
is Development Officer at Wayne County 
EDGE. 

People throughout the community, 
especially those who knew the late Homer 
Morris who had the greenhouse, have 
shown support for Kovach’s problem with 


the township.

VB Public School 
District gets accredited, 
‘on advisement?’

At a special, 20-minute meeting on May 
9, the Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education learned that the district has been 
accredited by AdvancED “on advisement,” 
which means it has 18 months to move 
toward improvement. 

AdvancED replaces the previous North 
Central Association accreditations for each 
building. 

There are five ratings: Highly Functional, 
Operational, Emerging, and Not Evident. 
The Van Buren District received two 
Operational and five Emerging scores. 

This put the accreditation recommendation 
“on advisement” for 18 months. This is the 
first time the district sought accreditation as 
a district. In the past each school building 
was accredited individually. 

“You’ve done a good job,” said Quality 
Assurance Review team chairman Dr. 
George Griffin. “A lot of the standards are 
in place, but you’ve got work to do.” 

He said these should be addressed over 
the next 18 months and then the district 
should host another accreditation visit in 
five years. 

A five-member team spent three, intense 
days assessing the district. Team members 
were: 

e Dr. George Griffin, committee chairman, 
of Chapel Hill, N.C., a native of Detroit; 

e Dr. Romain Dallemand, superintendent 
of Bibb County Schools, Macon, GA; 

e Dr. Kristina Harmon, Lincoln 
Consolidated Schools, MI; 

e Vicki Donnelly, South Redford Schools, 
MI; and 

e Stephanie LaBelle, Van Dyke Schools, 
MI. 

Dr. Griffin said the team interviewed 
171 different people for the QAR, which 
included board members, administrators, 
teachers, support staff, citizens, and 
students. 

He said within 30 business days the 
district will receive a detailed, written 
report on the team’s findings. 

Dr. Griffin commended the district’s 
leadership team, the faculty and the staff. 
He said there were so many stories about 
what staff members do for students. 

He also commended the district on

VBT to hold special 
session to study flood 
insurance, FEMA 


The Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
will hold a special work session at 4 p.m., 
Monday, May 21, to study the FEMA flood 
plain map situation and National Flood 
Insurance Plan (NFIP) in depth. 

The board was considering joining the 
NFIP as a participating community, but the 
item was removed from the board’s May 
15 agenda, so members could look into it 
further before committing the township to 
the federal plan. 

Candidate for Trustee Allen Babosh told 
the board Tuesday that when he lived in 
another community, he had to buy the flood 
insurance and he found he was paying a lot 
for something he never would use. A tidal 
wave would have to move your house from 
its foundation before the insurance would 
pay anything. Traditional home insurance 
covers everything a person would need, he 
said. 

At a recent meeting, Realtor Angela 
Nettro (also a candidate for trustee) warned 
the board of the NFIP as “making a deal 
with the devil.” 

The residents who got recent letters from 
their mortgage lenders cannot depend on 
the township to save them. Their 45-day 
deadline is up next week and there’s no way 
VBT could sign up in time now to qualify 
them for the federal insurance. There 
are errors in the FEMA maps that need 
correcting and details of the NFIP that need 
discussion. The deadlines for comments 
to FEMA on the new maps are long past. 
What a mess.

Assessment Review team that studied 
our schools and granted accreditation, on 
advisement, on May 9. 

When he’s at home, Dr. Dallemand is 
under fire for an April trip to Belgium to 
a business conference for himself and two 
other staff members at a cost of $3,000 
each. The caller said the children in the 
Bibb school district have to share books, 
have to air dry their hands after washing 
because there is no money for paper 
towels, and other problems, and the district 
shouldn’t be spending money or employee 
time on his trips, the one to Belleville MI 
being the latest. 

Dr. D. is being lauded in some parts for 
the “Macon Miracle,” a plan to improve 
his school district that was designed by 
a committee of 4,500. His team went to 
Belgium to explain the Miracle, although 
it currently is just a plan and hasn’t been 
proven yet.

There seems to be more 
to the parcel split story 


To the Editor: 

I recently read your article regarding 
Homer Morris and Louis Kovach and the 
contest with city rule, aka, government. 
Some aspects struck me as peculiar. 

First, it is an intriguing concept that a 
citizen needs to petition via a Freedom of 
Information filing, to look at information 
which by charter they already own. 

Anyhow, I thought that constitutionally, 
public records belonged to the citizens. 
“Public” does infer communal, shared, 
civic, etc., no? I would be outraged if I 
were directed to petition or appeal to view 
information which is lawfully mine as a 
citizen! Perhaps it affords someone time to 
arrange and scrub, or perhaps just another 
method of domination in the kingdom. 

Furthermore, it is fascinating that your 
citizens are required to pay additional fees 
to the body of people who are by charter 
supposed to be serving the community 
of people who have essentially prepaid 
for standard services, aka, taxes. Then, 
if I understood your article, you have 
to pay for an ANSWER or explanation! 
Wow, are you kidding me! The concept 
of “Serve” has many connotations, such 
as assist, provide, perform, etc. It seems 
conceptually unreasonable to be charged 
for customary services of government, but 
an explanation! Perhaps your governing 
body should publish their rates for answers. 
Sounds like more of a shakedown than 
assistance. I’m surprised the board did not 
re-invoice Lou for the additional $250 it 
miscalculated. 

Now, I am not a regular attendee of county 
meetings, but have of necessity attended 
a few. Like most people during their 
lifetimes, I desired to request permissions 
or clarification of zoning ordinances. No 
one ever requested any money to perform 
what they are in the business of being paid 
to provide. 

Your article reminds me of the missing 
excerpts from the Alexander Butterfield 
tapes during the Nixon inquisition, albeit 
not of the same scope, but nonetheless 
comparative to the persons involved. I 
know Lou pretty well. He is a scientist by 
nature and consequently does little without 
proofs. Therefore, I would strongly believe 
that the missing drawings from the file 
you cited probably existed. The obvious 


question is why they are not in the applicable 
file?

Either there is administrative carelessness, 
or concealment for the purpose of a pre- 
arranged outcome.

And if 
they did exist, and they are not where they 
should be...hmm... Distortion of public 
records is immoral and dishonest in the 
least and in a strict sense maybe illegal. 

Democracy, I think, is essentially an 
uncensored form of government in which 
all the citizens together determine public 
policy, the laws and the actions of their 
area. So, why would someone (Homer) 
decide to demolish their assets without an 
understanding of the effect and conclusion? 
I think it is reasonable to conclude there 
was some arrangement before Mr. Morris 
decided to absorb the expense and finality 
of demolition, especially as he was already 
burdened with financial problems.

As a non-resident, it seems a simple 
solution to simply describe the implied 
ordinance dilemma and list the solutions. 
Then as democracy is structured to behave, 
have the citizens of this area decide with 
their logic and good sense. In concept, 
ordinances are created with the intention 
of benefiting citizens, not to find delight 
in another’s misfortune. At the very least 
your ordinance board should explain (Free 
of charges) why their decision is helpful

Ordinance # 91-59C 
Article II. Obstruction of Public Ways, Noxious Shrubs, Plants, Weeds and Other 
Conditions 


ORDINANCE TO AMEND ORDINANCE No.91-59B 


Section 13-31. Purpose 


The purpose of this Article is to prohibit the obstruction of public ways and to prohibit the 
noxious shrubs, plants, weeks, dead trees and other conditions to exist on public and private 
property that may be hazardous and unsightly to the public, to provide for the abatement thereof 
and to provide penalties for the violation of this Article. 


Section 13-32. Conflict 


Nothing in this Article shall be construed in such a manner as to conflict with any existing law of 
the State of Michigan or the Township of Sumpter. 


Section 13-33. Public Nuisance 


The following conditions are declared to be a public nuisance: 


1) Shrubs, bushes, vines, weeds or other plant growth obstructing a sidewalk, pedestrian 
walkway, road right-of-way or other public way. 

2) Noxious weeds, as defined by state law (MCL 147.62 et seq.). 

3) Weeds, grasses and undergrowth higher than six (6) inches. 

4) Dead trees deemed hazardous to the public or to an adjacent property or existing on 
private property. 


Section 13-34. Public Nuisance Prohibited 

A. A property owner shall maintain all property, occupied or vacant, improved or unimproved, 
free of the nuisances described above and in accordance with “established and prevailing 
neighborhood standards” of the area in which the subject property is located. For the 
purposes of this Article, “established and prevailing neighborhood standards” is defined as 
the prevailing and existing yard and lawn maintenance practices of all property within five 
hundred (500) feet of the subject property in question. 

B. This Article is not intended to prohibit or discourage the practice of developing natural 
groundcover areas, prairie yards, or gardens and lawn using accepted plantings and 
techniques. It is intended to abate and eliminate situations where property is in a state of 
actual neglect and shows no distinct plan or pattern of upkeep or maintenance. 


Section 13-35. Exceptions 
This Article shall only apply to those properties lying within the boundaries of the Township of 
Sumpter. 


Section 13-36. 
Easement 
A property owner shall also be responsible for maintaining, free of the nuisances described in 
Section 13-31, and in accordance with established and prevailing neighborhood standards all 
public ways abutting his own property as follows: 
1) The right-of-way between the paved roadway and the property owner’s front property 
line or front right-of-way easement line. 
2) Any private road right-of-way, which provides access to the property owner between 
the paved private road and the property owner’s front property line or right-of-way 
easement line. 


Section 13-37 Notice of Violation 

In the event that a property owner fails to comply with this Article, the Township is hereby 

authorized and empowered to notify the property owner of the violation and to direct the property 

owner to remove the nuisance. 

A. Publication in Newspaper. The Official empowered to enforce the provisions of this Article 
shall notify, by publication in a newspaper of general circulation in the Township, every 
person owning or occupying any land of the types described in Sections 13-34 and 13-36, 
that all noxious weeds, offensive weeds, or wild grasses, brush or underbrush, found on 
such lands shall be destroyed, cut, maintained or otherwise controlled as required in this 
Article. Such publication shall commence during the month of March and on any one 
(1) or more occasions subsequent thereto throughout the growing season. Such notices 
shall in abbreviated form, state the requirements of this Article under one (1) heading, and 
thereunder it shall be sufficient to list the property address, if known, the tax item number of 
the property involved and the name and address of the person owning the property as shown 
on the last tax roll of the Township. The particular offense need not be further specified and 
all offending properties and owners may be listed under the same general description of the 
notice to destroy, cut or otherwise control noxious weeds as otherwise defined by the terms 
of this Article. Such general notice, followed by the names of the offending properties, 
parties and addresses shall also, in brief form, state recommended methods of controlling, 
cutting, destroying or otherwise maintaining such offending properties as required by law. 

B. Mailing Notice. The Official empowered to enforce the provisions of this Article shall notify 
by ordinary mail every property owner in violation of this Article. Such notice shall be in 
writing, addressed to the property owner as appears on the latest property tax assessment 
roll, and shall inform the property owner: 

1) The nature of the violation. 
2) The time in which the violation may be abated, which time shall not be less than five (5) 
days nor more than fifteen (15) days from the date of the notice. 


Responsibility for Road Right-of-Way and Public Utility 
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3) That the Township may act to abate the violation if the owner does not abate it within 
the time allowed. 

4) That in the event the Township abates the nuisance, the cost of abatement plus an 
administrative fee shall be assessed as a lien against the property and placed upon the 
tax role regarding the property. 

5) That refusal of the property owner to abate the nuisance or to allow the Township to 
abate a violation or nuisance shall result in prosecution. 

The failure to receive such notice shall not be a defense to any action brought by a member of the 
public for injury or by the Township to collect the costs of abatement or impose penalties or other 
fees as authorized by this Article. 


Section 13-38. Abatement 

Upon failure, neglect, or refusal of any property owner to comply with the provisions of this 
Article, the Township or its authorized contractors or other designee(s) is (are) authorized and 
empowered to enter his property to abate the nuisance or to provide and to make payment for the 
abatement of the nuisance maintained. 


Section 13-39. Violations and Penalties 

Any person, firm or corporation violating any of the provisions of this Article shall, upon 
conviction thereof by any court of competent jurisdiction, be punished by a civil fine not to 
exceed five hundred dollars ($500.00). Any actions by the property owner or the Township to 
bring the property into compliance after the issuance of a citation shall not constitute a defense to 
a prosecution for violation of the Article. 


Section 13-40. Administrative Fee 
An administrative fee shall be added to any costs charged by the Township to the property owner 
whenever the Township abates a nuisance under this Article. 


Section 13-41. Charge to Owner 

When the Township abates a nuisance provided hereunder, the cost of the abatement and the 
authorized administrative fee shall be billed to the property owner. The cost and fee shall be a 
debt of the property owner to the Township, which, if unpaid for more than thirty (30) days, shall 
be assessed as a lien against the property, including interest therein, until paid, and enforced and 
collected in the same manner as ad valorem property taxes. 

This Ordinance shall be given a first reading on April 24, 2012, second reading and adoption on 
May 8, 2012 shall be published on or before May 17, 2012, and shall be effective on June 17, 
2012.

ORDINANCE NO.40 B 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND ORDIANCE No. 40(A) TO REGULATE CERTAIN 
ACTIVITY WITHIN THE PARKS OF SUMPTER TOWNSHIP 


The Township of Sumpter hereby ordains: 


ARTICLE, 16-30, 16-31, 16-32, 16-33, 16-36, 16-39, 16-42, OF THE Sumpter Township General 
Ordinances are amended as follows: 


ARTICLE I. TOWNSHIP PARKS 
Sec. 16-30. Watercraft restricted. 


No unauthorized water craft of any kind shall be permitted in any Park area unless the user of such 
watercraft is issued a permit by the Township Clerk following the submission of a completed and 
approved application. 


Sec. 16-31. Swimming and wading. 


Swimming and wading shall be allowed in the waters of Sherwood Pond only in designated areas 
during regular Park hours. Any child under the age of thirteen (13) years of age shall not swim in 
Sherwood Pond without a parent being present at all times. 


Sec. 16-32. Alcoholic liquors prohibited. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to possess any type of glass container within any Park. The 
consumption of beer and wine is allowed within the boundaries of the Park within legal limits of the 
law except that no beer or wine Kegs shall be allowed in the Park at any time. Other than beer and 
wine, no other type of liquor shall be allowed in the Park. All such open alcohol beverages shall be 
confined to the picnic area site. 


Sec. 16-33 Motor Vehicles Prohibited. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to operate any motorized off road vehicles in any park or on 
park trails. 


Sec. 16-36. Animals prohibited. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to bring or allow entrance by an unleashed animal into any Park. 
Any person bringing an animal into the Park shall clean-up all waste that is created by the animal by 
removing the same from the Park or by placing the same into a waste container located within the 
Park. No animal of any kind shall be allowed to enter the pond waters in any designated swimming 
area or beach area of any Park. 


Sec. 16-39 Weapons, firearms, or fireworks prohibited. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to bring into or possess with any park any weapons, firearms, 
or fireworks. 


Sec. 16-42. Fires. 


Fires will only be built in the grill area and started for cooking purposes only. No grills are allowed 
in or on the beach area. No open burning is allowed anywhere else in the park. 


ARTICLE II. 

Should any section or provision of this Ordinance be declared invalid or unconstitutional by any 
court of competent jurisdiction, such declaration shall not affect the validity of the Ordinance as a 
whole or any part there of which is not specifically declared to be invalid or unconstitutional. 


ARTICLE III. 

This Ordinance shall become effective thirty (30) days from its passage by the Township Board, 
and shall be published along with the notice of adoption in a newspaper of general circulation in the 
Township of Sumpter within fifteen (15) days after adoption. The notice of adoption shall include 
the text of the amendment, the effective date of the Ordinance, and the place and time where a copy 
of the Ordinance may be purchased or inspected. 


ARITICLE IV. 

This Ordinance shall be recorded by the Township Clerk in the Township Ordinance Book as soon 
as it is adopted, which record shall be authenticated by the signatures of the Township Supervisor 
and Township Clerk. 


ARTICLE V. 

All prior existing ordinances adopted by the Township of Sumpter inconsistent or in conflict with 
the provisions of this Ordinance are, to the extent of such conflict or inconsistency, hereby expressly 
repealed. 


ARTICLE VI. 

This Ordinance shall be given a first reading on April 24, 2012, second reading and adoption on 
May 8, 2012 shall be published on or before May 17, 2012, and shall be effective on June 17, 
2012.

its community relationships, including 
partnerships with businesses and 
organizations, the volunteers, and parents. 

The recommended improvements 
included defining clear expectations for 
students’ learning and setting a vision and 
mission for future planning. 

The team also recommended building 
stakeholder ownership of curriculum, 
improving research-based instructional 
practices and structured use of student 
performance. 

Also, the team recommended aligning 
curriculum and instructional practices 
across the board and applying classroom 
knowledge and skills to real-world 
problems. The team noted an assessment 
system was necessary to clearly define 
performance, which Dr. Griffin said was 
not an uncommon recommendation. 

“We really need multiple sources of 
performance data,” he said, clarifying it 
was needed for students, schools, and the 
district. 

Dr. Griffin said the written report will 
tell what the evidence is for each of these 
recommendations. 

School Board President Martha Toth 
said, “I am kind of encouraged that we are 
Emerging, which shows a sense of urgency 
to the community, showing this is where 
we want to be going.” 

She pointed out that the team members 
are volunteers and do not get paid for their 
service.

Sumpter Planners ask 
twp. board for outdoor 
furnace ordinance

At its May 10 meeting, the Sumpter 
Township Planning Commission 
recommended approval of a new ordinance 
regulating the installation and use of 
outdoor furnaces. 

Although the commission has been 
working for months on updating all the 
township land-use ordinances, members 
agreed this one should be pulled out and 
approved by the township board as soon as 
possible. 

“I would like to accept this now,” said 
chairman Jane Stalmack. “Because of the 
energy situation, I can see a lot of these 
popping up.” 

She said she would like the new ordinance 
to be in place when people start installing 
these for next winter. 

Planning consultant Andrea Bibby, filling 
in for consultant Laura Kreps of Carlisle 
Wortman, said these used to be called 
“wood furnaces” but now they are “outdoor 
furnaces” because people burn different 
kinds of fuel, including cherry pits, corn 
cobs, and pellets. 

“A lot of townships are asking people 
to pull mechanical permits to make sure 
they are installed safely,’ Bibby said. 
She said the furnaces are popular in rural 
communities, but you have to make sure 
the furnaces don’t impact neighbors. 

“A lot depends on what you’re burning,” 
said Commissioner Jim Clark, noting that 
wood can get very smoky. 

“The biggest problem is people are 
burning what they’re not supposed to be 
burning,” Bibby said, referring to plastic 
and other refuse. 

Clark said the clerk’s office should have 
a paper to hand out listing what people are 
allowed to burn. 

Bibby said such furnaces are becoming 
a lot more sophisticated in their design, 
although some people make their own.

“Homer was a very nice guy and would 
do anything for anybody,” Kovach said. 
“After he got sick, he could never muster 
enough effort and tenacity that this project 
would take to finish. 

“Look at the effort, resources and 
community support it has taken me to just 
get this far and it still isn’t finished.” 

Kovach recalled that when he was working 
with Homer Morris and Bryce Kelley, 
the idea was if the un-used greenhouse, 
which was becoming an eyesore, was torn 
down, the township would get the property 
cut into parcels so they could be sold for 
residential lots. 

“My goal is simple,” Kovach said. “It is 
to make the township complete its promise 
as I was asked to do.” 

On March 20,D.V.M. Utilities of Sterling 
Heights got the low bid for three water line 
projects in VBT for $467,147.25. A 10% 
contingency was approved to be used at 
the recommendation and approval of the 
DPW Director to address any unforeseen 
conditions. 

On Sunday, around 9 p.m., a truck carrying 
water pipes for the first project along Bemis 
Road, stopped at the greenhouse property 
and Jane Kovach happened to be driving 
by. She talked to the driver and convinced 
him he shouldn’t unload the pipes on her 
son’s property, which he had planned to 
do, she said, adding there will be lots of 
problems if he trespasses. 

The trucker called his dispatch and was 
told to go to Walmart and park overnight. 
On Monday morning he was back and 
waited for directions from D.V.M. 

Just before 9 a.m. D.V.M. president Dan 
DiLegge drove up and parked on the right 
of way and challenged Independent editor 
Rosemary Otzman with, “What are you 
doing on my work site?” 

She replied that she was standing in 
the county right of way, but then Kovach 
invited her across his surveyed line onto 
his private property. 

After some conferring between the trucker 
and DiLegge and the arrival of another 
truck with a large loader on it, the water 
pipes were taken to Martinsville Road 
where the process of unloading began. 

Kovach stood by to make sure they 
didn’t cross his surveyed lines onto private 
property. 

As the first pipes were being moved to 
the ground, they were set down about a 
foot from Kovach’s line, when DiLegge 
motioned to the driver to lift them up again 
and go closer to the line. The pipes came 
too close and knocked Kovach’s stake back, 
which caused Kovach to start yelling. 

The pipes were moved back, the driver 
came down to apologize to Kovach and 
take all the blame, while Kovach accused 
DiLegge of taunting him. 

The pipes eventually were unloaded and 
later Monday a group of more than a dozen 
friends and supporters gathered at the site 
to hold signs prepared by Kovach. 

On Tuesday afternoon, a surveyor 
checking Kovach’s property lines was 


questioned by Kovach. Kovach said the 
surveyor told him he was told to GPS 
Kovach’s stakes marking his property line 
to see if they were correct. 

Kovach’s line was determined with a 
laser and optical method and the surveyor 
told him the line was perfect and the laser 
method is more accurate than GPS. 

Kovach said a representative from Wade 
Trim told him that without the private 
easements, the project will have to be 
completely re-designed, which could cost 
from $100,000 to $200,000 more than 
expected.
